angle of 45° with the window, were placad

cred on the cast of the Columbia, near the 
Okonagnn. Gen. Palmer lud nineteen 
wagons in his train sn<! several hundred 
ptcked animals. 
The rumored ma«s,icre 


was credited at the Dalle*, and the Portland

attempted to romo them from Ihcir sleep.
